You refer to an International Con- 
vention on the Mutual Protection of 
Private Property Rights in Foreign 
Countries (Magna Charta) which I 
had the honor to suggest during the 
Industrial Development Conference 
in San Francisco last October. This 
plan calls for the establishment of an 
international legal machinery of mu- 
tual safeguards by which private 
vestments in foreign countries are to 
be protected against unfair treatment 
and arbitrary infringements. The ve 
backbone of this convention is a 
ternational court which would décide 
whether measures taken against pri- 
vate foreign investments are illegal 
or not, The decisions would be bind- 
ing on capital-exporting and cap 
jorting countries alike. 

Many investors still hesi 
vest their capital in foreign countries, 
fearing unfair treatment or even arbi- 
trary confiseatory measures against 
their interests. The United States of 
America may have sufficient political 
power and economic means to protect 
her private investors. But this is not 
the case with smaller eapital-export- 
ing countries. 

There is an urgent need in the 
world for the establishment of an in- 
ternational system of mutual protec- 
tion which takes care not only of the 
terests of these smaller countries 
but also—in stimulating foreign pri- 
vate assistance—of the interests of 
those who need foreign capital.

EDITORIAL 


DEMOCRATIZE THE UNIONS! 


THEY NEED A ‘BILL OF RIGHTS’ TO PROTECT THEM FROM DANGER OF CORRUPT LEADERS 


One of the most useful (and sensational) congressional in- 
vestigations of this decade is that of Senator McClellan’s com- 
mittee on “Improper Activities in the Labor or Management 
Field.” Although its first report covers only five unions and 
one management fixer, it has already disclosed a degree of 
corruption and abuse of power that calls undeniably for new 
‘federal legislation. The committee recommends such laws; 
so repeatedly has the Administration; so has virtually every 
student of the problem. It is therefore exasperating to observe 
that the chances of legislation this year are dim indeed. Sel- 
dom has so much scandal produced so little action. 

Jimmy Hoffa, whom McClellan proved beyond doubt to be 
the No. I enemy of the U.S. public (Lire, Sept. 9), goes on 
trial for the second time this week on a federal wir tapping 
charge; but he is still running the Teamsters Union with the 
help of the same goons and felons (including his ex-convict 
brother), He says he needs them “to kick those hillbillies 
around and keep them in line.” While three court-appointed 
“monitors” are trying to look over his shoulder, Hoffa re- 
tains the same grip on his job that the McClellan report called 
“tragic for the Teamsters Union and dangerous for the coun- 
try at large.” 

Nor has anything been done to protect the members of 
smaller unions whose bosses are corrupt or tyrannical—those 
rank-and-filers whom Senator McClellan calls “enslaved and 
cheated.” With the direct evidence of 75,000 poignant per- 
sonal letters, McClellan had estimates there may be as many 
as four million of them, The Teamsters and the Bakers, in 
which the most brazen corruption was exposed, have been 
duly expelled from the A.F.L.-C.1.0. by George Meany. But 
their members and others like them are enslaved and cheated 
as before, Even Dave Beck, whom Hoffa has stripped of all 
power in the Teamsters, continues to receive a $50,000 un- 
ion pension and to live rent-free in a house for which the un- 


ion paid him $163,000.

Labor legislation of any kind is inhibited by frozen atti- 
tudes struck when labor was winning its right to organize. 
The leaders of those “battles long ago,” with their elephant 
memories, are still running the labor movement. They still 
tend to classify all Congressmen as either friends or foes, and 
sense hostility where there is none. Thus even George Meany, 
a proven foe of union corruption, can bring himself to en- 


dorse almost none of the proposed federal remedies for 


and has foolishly accused McClellan of issuing a “publicity 
seeking document” and indicting the entire labor movement 
for “the sins of a few.” 

Meany has supported one reform: a bill for the public dis- 
closure of how union welfare and pension funds are financed 
and administered, which finally passed the Senate last fort- 
night by a vote of 88-0. This was the bill that Senator Know- 
land tried to turn into broader legislation by offering as floor 
amendments his own “union bill of rights.” Although the 
amendments were defeated, Knowland’s maneuver did force 
Senator Johnson to promise that the Labor Committee will 
report a general reform bill by June 10th. 

Accordingly, Senator Kennedy, chairman of the Labor Sub- 
committee, is bending to his long-deferred task of writing 
such a bill. Yet even if the Senate agrees on one, the House 
will continue to kick and squirm and dodge, mainly because 


the Democratic Party is still split down the middle between 
those who wear the union collar and those who don’t and 
would rather avoid advertising its split in an election year. 
The average voter, less interested in union collars than in 
good laws, should clearly understand one thing about the 
proposed reforms: none of those under serious discussion is 
aimed at curbing the bargaining power of unions, Take Sena- 
tor Knowland. He is “anti-union” in the sense that he op- 
poses the closed shop, supports a “right to work” law in Cali- 
fornia. But the “bill of rights” which he proposed last fort- 
night was not aimed at any of these power-curbing objectives. 
It is instead a set of proposals to enforce the democratic 
process on union self-government: 
> All unions should make full public disclosure of their con- 
stitutions, bylaws and finances or be denied ai to the 
NLRB. (The Labor Department already receives this informa- 
tion but has kept it secret.) 
> On petition or complaint the membership could if nec- 
essary with the help of the NLRB, enforce on the leaders such 
rules as: a) elections at least every four years, b) a recall pro- 
cedure for dishonest officials, and c) a secret ballot both at 
elections and on strike issu 
Such measures, more reminiscent of La Follette’s Wiscon- 
sin than of Talmadge’s Georgia, are certainly not “anti-labor” 
in any rational sense. “There is nothing in my amendments,” 
Knowland could say honestly, “which in the slightest i im- 
proves the position of employers as against employes.” 


Senator Kennedy’s committee will probably report a much 
milder set of reforms in the same direction, i.e., publicity and 
democracy in union affairs. Yet Meany, judging by his testi- 
mony of March 27, will oppose practically any reform beyond 
the disclosure of union reports. Meany's arguments all boil 
down to an attitude like that of those Wall Streeters who 
opposed the security exchange and banking reforms of the 
early New Deal. The union bosses just don’t want the govern- 
ment sticking its nose into their business. 

“Freedom and democracy are the essential attributes of 
our movement,” says the A.F.L.-C.1.0.’s admirable Ethical 
Practices code. But not even tough and honest George Meany 
can guarantee these elementary rights to union members 
without the backing of federal law. Unions, like banks and 
stock exchanges, have too crucial a role in our society and 
enjoy too many special legal privileges to be allowed to po- 
lice themselves. Some do, and few are as bad as Hoffa’s; but 
not enough are as democratically controlled as they should 
be in view of their wealth and social power. 

Maybe the unions have too much power for the good of 
the economy; that is a separate question not raised by these 
reforms. But if the union leaders refuse to be governed by 
their own members and by reasonable laws, the public will 
obviously have an additional incentive to take some of that 
power away 

Senator Kennedy should not need an extravagant amount 
of political courage to defy George Meany on behalf of 18 mil- 
lion union members’ democratic rights. If he fails he will 
simply be handing the Republicans another campaign issue. 
As for the House, it is an outrage that a few labor leaders, 
who notoriously control fewer votes (but a lot more dollars) 
than they like to pretend, can intimidate so many repre- 
sentatives in an election year. Let us hope that a strong Sen- 
ate lead, if Kennedy is up to it, will persuade the House to 
do its duty too.

But there is a startling sequel to the case. The victim of this rare 
disorder has undergone another change. There is a fourth face of Eve, a 
face her doctors had only glimpsed when she left regular therapy more 
than four years ago, the face of the woman she has now become. The inci- 
dent with the razor took place in April last year and was part of the dra- 
matic psychic battle between Evelyn Lancaster, the fourth face of Eve, 
and her predecessor, Jane, The voice belonged to Jane, and she seemed 
bent on suicide or, from another point of view, murder. 

Evelyn Lancaster now lives with her husband and 10-year-old daughter 
in a trailer camp near a big eastern city, She is 31 and distinctly pretty. 
Dark bangs hang over her high forehead. Her eyes snap with health and 
intelligence; her wide mouth laug! ‘ily. Her rather high voice has an 
easy southern lilt. There is nothing in her assured, well-groomed ap- 
pearance to indicate that, at least in terms of indivi 
of personality, Evelyn Lancaster has in the past been three other women.

The evolution of the fourth face of Eve has its origins in the early 
stages of this bizarre and complex case, whose facts can be briefly re- 
viewed. One day in 1952 Dr. Thigpen, who practices in Augusta, Ga., was 
astonished when a patient he had been treating for months abruptly dem- 
onstrated what appeared to be a clinically beautiful case of dual personal- 
. The original patient, Eve White, was a young married woman with a 
ear-old daughter. She was shy, soft-spoken, reluctant to criticize, and 
very unhappy with her husband, Ralph White. Eve White complained of 
severe headaches, often followed by blackouts, periods about which she 
had no knowledge except that time had passed. The blackouts had been 
recurring since her childhood. She occasionally heard “voices.”

Eve Black proudly claimed that she caused Eve 
White's headaches, admitted she was the voice occasionally heard in 
Eve White’ the blackouts were simply periods in which she, 
Eve Black, was . in control. She grinned as she recalled the 
childhood lickings Eve White had got for Eve Black’s blatant disobe- 
dience. Unlike Eve White, she was allergic to nylon but liked cigarets, 
flashy clothes, liquor and men, including her doctors. As Evelyn Lan- 
caster recalled recently, “You can’t help but like a person like Eve Black, 
who had the courage to do what she wanted to. But she had no regard 
for other people’s feelings.”

She felt a sudden urge to steal the sweater 
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keep her from falling asleep, Earl made her put on shoes, threw an 
overcoat over her shoulders and took her outside. They walked for 
hours in the darkness, Earl sometimes pushing, sometimes pulling. 
half-carrying his dangerously drowsy wife around the trailer court, 
down neighboring streets, up darkened hillsides. Finally. her body 
exhausted and her stomach sore from vomiting, the girl begged to go 
inside. The immediate danger was pa 

As Evelyn Lancaster explained it to Earl in those hours before 
dawn, it was not she who had taken the pills, That had been Jane, 
the same Jane who had caused all their unhappiness. But it was Evelyn, 
a new person, who woke up, realized her predicament and screamed 
for help. That urgent awakening, Evelyn told Earl, had been her 
first. "And I was scared to death,” Evelyn embers now. “I had 
never lived before, but I didn’t want to die.” This was the fourth 
face of Eve. 

Earl urged his wife to return immediately to Dr. Thigpen in Au- 
gusta. She flatly refused. Perhaps the girl who took the pills needed 
therapy, but she did not. Evelyn was also afraid that the doctor would 
put her in a hospital for treatment. This fear kept her from telling 
Dr. Thigpen about the suicide attempt for more than two years. 

Earl Lancaster did not press the matter. He knew his wife had been 
ill, dally ill. Now she said she was different. Somehow, she was 
different. Even in the first hours after the effect of the pills had worn 
off, the old querulousness was gone, her expression was cheerful and 
relaxed, the precise, artificial accent had been replaced by a normal 
southern drawl. When Bonnie woke up, Evelyn displayed a warm and 
easy affection for her that Earl had never seen before. 

For two years, as the Lancasters moved from place to place in their 
trailer, Evelyn seemed completely well. She made friends with her 
neighbors and took an interest in community life. She visited Dr. 
Thigpen, though she neglected to report the episode with the sleeping 
pills. She told him her frigidity was gone. She was still jealous though, 
she said laughing, but now she was jealous of Jane who, after all, had 
been married to Earl first. The change was apparent to the doctors. 

Evelyn's own appraisal of the switch from Jane is interesting. She 
believes that Jane gave the impression of growing maturity and sound- 
ness during early therapy only because she was created to act as a 
buffer between Eve White and Eve Black. When they were gone, the 
specific need for Jane was gone too, and Jane was not strong enough 
to stand alone. When Jane failed, Evelyn came into being. She said 
last month: “T've been very hard on Jane. But she had a great advan- 
tage. In the beginning everyone was on her side and wanted her to 
succeed. Fortunately for me, she goofed.”” 

But the appearance of the fourth face was not the final solution. 
Trouble for Evelyn Lancaster began early last year. She and Karl 
were living at the time in a trailer camp not far from Washington, 
D.C. Shopping in a women’s clothing store one day, she was sud- 
denly overcome by a compulsion to steal a sweater from the pile on 
the counter. When the salesgirl’s back was turned, she simply took 
the sweater and walked away. Out in the street Evelyn changed— 
perhaps got control of—her mind. She wheeled around, returned to 
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the store and handed the sweater to the manager with the explanation 
that she had wanted to steal it. 

Evelyn told no one about the incident in the store but her two-year 
peace was ended. She started having headaches again. A voice tor- 
mented her and new blackouts began. 

‘After one such period Evelyn found a note in the pocket of Earl’s 
jacket, a note that Earl said later he had not seen, a note that terrified 
her. It read: “Tf your wife doesn’t let me out more often, I'll kill her. 
Warn her not to fight me.” The signature was “Jane.” The third face 
had returned. 

‘The entry in Evelyn Lancaster's diary for Feb. 19, 1957, reads: 
“Another headache! And another note from Jane. Each one is a little 
more threatening than the one before. ... How can I let her out? 
‘And I wouldn’t if I knew how. She says she fought for the life I now 
have, but that isn’t true. She fought a selfish battle and the battle for 
my life is one shared by others. Especially Earl and my family. 

‘On March 15, 1957 Evelyn came to Augusta. For that day the diary 
says: "Visited Dr. Thigpen. Told him about notes. Heard yoices while 
in his office ask me not to tell him.” 

After Evelyn returned to her home, Dr. Thigpen received an angry 

igned Jane. In part it read: “Unfortunately, I was not absorbed 
by oblivion as were Eve Black and Eve White. During their life span 
Texhausted every effort to he cooperative, but now Iam in sympathy 
with Eve Black, The end justifies the means. Once you have tasted 
life you cannot recede into an empty nothingness and silently watch, 
never to breathe fresh air or to eat a pleasing food. I devoted too 
much time multiplying the advantages of our three lives and eliminat- 
ing the errors for me to quiescently and inconspicuously retire. I 
intend to inhabit this body or no one will! The ornate style 
was typically that of the third face of Eve. 


Crescendo of trouble 


IHE crescendo of trouble is clearly reflected in Evelyn Lancaster's 
diary. April 5: “9:30 a.m. Pain in my temples like a rubber band 
pulling toward the back of my neck. T seem to be trying to remember 
something, like a person’s name. Dr. T. says I'm doing this myself 
—but I’m not. If only I were! ... Not even Dr. T. understands.” 
On April 13, while Evelyn was cleaning Earl's straight razor, the 
voice suggested that Evelyn cut her wri of blackout that 
followed, her finger was cut instead and he looked in the 
mirror, her face was smeared with blood. The next day Earl caught 
Evelyn with a handful of sleeping pills and took them away from her. 
Of Jane’s behavior in this harrowing period Evelyn Lancaster said 
recently, “She could have done much more. she wanted to 
die, but I don't think she really meant it. I think Jane protested too 
much.” Her doctors are in complete agreement with this analysis. 
Earl and Evelyn went to see Dr. Thigpen together. They reported 
that Jane had been coming out and told about the notes and the 
suicide attempts. Earl said that he had actually talked to Jane, that 
she had remarked on how much Bonnie had grown, When the doctor 
noted Evelyn’s short hair, she said Jane had hacked it off during a 
blackout. 

Evelyn also told Dr. Thigpen that she had been having severely pro- 
longed menstrual periods and feared the difficulty might be a serious 
one. She very much wanted to have another child. Thigpen, thinking 
that her anxiety over this might somehow account for the apparent 
return of Jane, immediately referred his patient to an endocrinologist. 

‘The endocrinologist found a large and possibly dangerous cyst and 
recommended surgery. After the examination Thigpen dropped in to 
see Evelyn Lancast e following is an excerpted version of Thig- 
pen’s report on the amazing events of that day. 

"She was sitting on the bed when I entered, her eyes still reddened 
and tears still on her face. She seemed glad to see me and one of the 
first questions asked me was ‘Do you think this means I will never 
be able to get pregnant?’ I assured her that I did not know, that 
nothing could be certain until she underwent surgery and I felt in 
view of Dr. Ryder’s findings that it should be most seriously con- 
sidered. She was relatively quiet for a few minutes and then said, "This 
makes everything else seem rather trivial, doesn’t it?’ I tried to do 
the best I could to reassure her about the surgery but I did not mini- 
mize the possibility that a malignancy might be present. 

“About an hour later Dr. Ryder called, saying that he had talked 
with her again and that she expressed a desire to have Dr. George 
Wood, who is the family physician, examine her, too. He said he 
agreed to this. To quote Dr. Ryder’s report to me: 


Something pe-uliar happened that I think you ought to know. 
While I was talking with her, she suddenly closed her eyes, put 
her hand to her throat and turned rather dark. She stayed like 
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“What the hell is this?” Jane asked the doctor 
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this for maybe a minute, I became alarmed and sent for some 
ammonia, However, when she opened her eyes she looked 
around very sharply and said, “I am going home—right now.” 
tried to reason with her and told her I had no objection to her 
going but I wanted her to stay and see Dr. Wood. She said, 
“Who is Dr. Wood? I don’t want to see him. I am going home 
right now.” She appeared to be quite angry and determined, 
She was very much unlike the girl I had just talked with. I just 
can’t understand what in the world is happening to her. 


“ went over to the hospital and met Dr. Ryder and told him (for 
the first time) that this was the patient who had the multiple per- 
sonality and that I was afraid that the present difficulty she was going 
through may have permitted the emergence of a second personality. 

“When I walked to the room door I could see Mrs. Lancaster. She 
was swinging her foot and appeared to be quite angry. She did not ob- 
serve me until I came up to her and then her eyes snapped and she said, 
"What the hell is this?’ She got to her feet rather qui 
down the hall in abandon whereas this morning she walked slowly as if 
in some pain, She went into the interview room and appeared to be 
rather huffy and indignant. Her first words were, ‘I am not going to 
submit to an operation and I will not be examined by anyone.’ My re- 
sponse was that I felt it highly important. ‘For what?’ she wanted to 
know. I said, ‘Well, after all, you may have a malignancy.’ She said, 

‘I don’t care whether it’s a malignancy or not. Ir 's death one way or 

another and I don’t care very much which way it is.’ She puffed on a 
cigaret and kept swinging her foot. She said, ‘You're against me, just 
like everyone else. You even told her what to do to keep me from 
coming out.’ I assured her I had not told her anything other than to 
ignore any manifestations she may have felt. Jane said, ‘Well, she’s 
done it, too, and it’s made things a lot harder for me. I’m getting sick 
and tired of not being able to get out when I want to. I'm changed. I 
want to live now. I believe that I like her a great deal less than I did 
Eve White. She’s crazy about Earl Lancaster and all she wants is to 
get pregnant by him. I understand now how Eve Black felt about Ralph 
White, although he was a skunk. This man is not a skunk. I just don’t 
like him and don’t want to be around him. I don’t want to be married 
to anybody. She’s weak now, and now is the time to take over and get 
out and you know it’s the time, too.’ I replied that it would be a very 
hard victory if she prevented the surgery and then died of cancer if the 
tumor proved malignant. This type of persuasion went on for some min- 
utes. She again avowed that she was going to be out all the time; if 
she needed surgery later she could get it. 

“About this time the door opened and the nurse came in with a mes- 
sage for me. When I looked at the patient again she was in a transition 
period. When she came out of it she was rather alarmed, saying the last 
thing she remembered was talking to Dr. Ryder. I told her I had 
been talking with Jane, which she seemed to accept, though she was still

frightened. I again mentioned the possibility of a malignancy since Jane 
had threatened to tell her and frighten her. Mrs. Lancaster was in com- 
plete accord with the examination and surgery if necessary.” 

A month later Evelyn Lancaster underwent surgery. In the interval 
Jane, less angry but still frightened, appeared a few times but seemed 
resigned to letting Evelyn proceed with the operation. The cyst was 
removed. It was not malignant. 

Evelyn Lancaster returned home, Late last fall she wrote Dr. Thigpen 
aletter in which she told of her good recovery from the operation and 
of the kindness and understanding of her husband. But she also re- 
ported more headaches. Her thoughts were continually turning to Eve 
White. Evelyn suggested that she might feel better if she and Thigpen 
could get together and try to find out more about Eve White's supposed 
first marriage, the mysterious marriage all three earlier personalities 
seemed to know so little about. The surgery had cleared up much of her 
anxiety, but she knew that Jane was still in existence. 

For fivedaysshortly after Christmas thedoctor and his patient worked 
at clearing up this last stubborn shape from the past. Jane came out on 
call, hostile at first but gradually growing more cooperative as the inter- 
views, alternately held with Evelyn and then with herself, progressed. 
She was suddenly able to provide some details about the supposed mar- 
riage, and Evelyn, going home each night and talking with her mother, 
discovered more details. 

The long-buried chapter was a painful one, Eve White—or, far more 
likely, Eve Black—had run off at the age of 18 with a poolroom drifter. 
He had taken her to the home of a “minister” friend who had “mar- 
ried” them, They lived together for a few weeks until Eve White came 
out during a violent beating and ran away. A thorough search of the 
records showed that no such marriage had taken place, and the man 
had dropped from sight. The girl had been duped; Eve White had re- 
pressed the shameful memory and Eve Black had guiltily lied about it. 
Now both Jane and Evelyn were able to remember it all. 

J 1958 was the most recent day of therapy, and her doctors are 
hopeful it will be the last that Evelyn Lancaster will ever have to under- 
go.
